Convicted of crimina] assault upon 
a young married woman, Alvin E. 
Merritt, alleged attacker of a num- 
ber of women on the north side of 
Atlanta, Friday afternoon was given 
a recommendation for mercy by the 
jury and was sentenced to serve from 
13 to 16 years. Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin announced that Mer- 
ritt would be placed on trial again on 
April 2 on another of the numerous 
indictments in the case. 

H. A. Allen, of defense counsel, said 
that a motion for a new trial prob- 
ably would be filed for Merritt. 

Neither Merritt nor his young wife, 
who sat in the courtroom throughout 
the trial with a baby in her arms, ex- 
hibited the slightest emotion at the 
verdict. Merritt stood up at the order 
of Judge John D. Humphries, re 
ceived his sentence without the tremor 
of an eyelash, and was swiftly es- 
eorted from the courtroom and to Ful- 
ton tower, while the courtroom crowd 
remained seated for some minutes on 
the order of Judge Humphries. 

Out for Two Hours. 

The jury was out for little more 
than two hours. The verdict as re- 
turned was that of guilty, with a rec- 
ommendation to mercy. This verdict 
gave the jury the right to fix the pen- 
alty anywhere from one to 20 years. 

Before ordering the jury brought in 
for the verdict, Judge Humphries con-

Clearing skies and a forecast of generally fair. weather tomorrow 
brought a ray of hope to the flood-stricken areas of three southern states 
tonight, while streams continued to rise and the list of dead increased. 

While the prospect of fair weather heartened the estimated 15,000 
marooned residents of southeast Alabama towns, they still faced two to 
four days more of floods, and indications were that the known death list 


of ten would increase.

To the four known dead were adid- 
ed five in Elba, Ala., the first authen- 
tically reported deaths in the flood- 
gripped town, and two were known to 
be missing. A railroad employee at 
Flomaton also was authentically re- 
ported dead. 

Seaplanes to Rescue. 


More than half the population of 
Elba, flood-stricken Coffee county 
town, had been evacuated early today 
and conditions were rapidly improv- 
ing, with flood waters of Pea river 
and White Water creek rapidly sub- 
siding. 

Sergeant Long, representing Colonel 
William M, Persons, at the National 
Guard Rescue base below troy, said 


approximately 900 persons had been 


breught from Elba and at the pres- 
ent rate of fall of the flood waters, 
trucks could enter the town this after- 
noon. 

While conditions improved at Elba, 


the fate of the inhabitants of Geneva, 
40 miles south at the confluence of 
Pea and Choctawhatchee rivers, re- 
mained in doubt, as communication 
with the town had been severed. Last 
reports placed water in the streets 
there ranging to 16 feet in depth and 
still rising.

Clear efforts to entrap the federal 
forces stood out. Attacks on each 
city from two different directions 
were threatened as soon as the rebels 
‘could reach their objectives. This, it 
‘appeared, might be many hours off. 


| The border city of Naeco. held for |

waters to recover the tins, swim back 
to the housetops to divide the food 
among the women and children. They 
ate like savages. 
| Every bridge leading into Elba had 
been carried away by the force of the 
flood. The Atlantic Coast Line trestle 
‘over Pea river had been swept away. 
' All telephone and telegraph lines were 
| down and under water. 
| On a high point in the highway out- 
side of Elba, approximately 300 peo- 
ple were marooned. There was prob- 
ably 3% cars stranded in the same 
area. The persons had evidently at- 
tempted to escape from Elba but were 
caught by the rising torrents, 

10 to 40 Feet Deep. 


The water in Elba ranged from 10 
to 40 feet deep in places while some 
of the houses, torn loose from their 
foundations, were seen floating about 
in the muddy waters. Groups ranging 
from five to 12 persons each were 
atop of these houses. Many wave 
their arms evidently pleading for aid. 

At one spot we saw the walls of 
'a building which had evidently col- 
_lapsed. This was believed to have been 
'the Elba hotel, which collapsed dur- 
‘ing the afternoon. We were unable to 
learn whether any one was in the 
‘structure when it went down. 

Over the rescue camp which had 
‘been established by the national guard 
‘troops within six miles of Elba, two 
‘of the planes dropped four outboard 
|'motors and parachutes attached. They 
‘will be used in rescue work. They 
|'were quickly recovered by the guards- 
men. 

We saw four boats aiding in rescue 
‘work capsize during our flight but all 
‘the persons scrambled to safety. The 


iwork of bringing the marooned popu- | 


‘lation out is being hampered by boats 
| capsizing. 

The planes returned to Montgomery 
late in the afternoon and the entire 
‘squadron of five ships stationed at

For nearly 10 hours today, the of- 
ficers grilled young Coleman. He 's 
wuoder arrest on a blank charge. He 
showed his first signs of emotion, how- 
ever, tonight when the officers forced 
him to view the body of his wife. 

Coleman broke down and cried bit- 
terly, but denied all knowledge of the 
slaying. Previous to tonight’ grilling, 
he was stoical and showed but ‘slight 
emotion. Sheriff Adams said that -he 
would be questioned further tomorrow. 

A coroner's jury today ordered the 
youthful husband held pending an in- 
vestigation of the murder. Coleman 
was in bitter tears when told he was 


to be detained. 
Mrs. Coleman was found dead at 
her home late Vhursday night by her 
hushand. He told officers that he bad 
gone to work about T-oclock in the 
morning and upon his return that 
evening abont 6:30 o'clock he found 
his young wife on the bedroom floor 
dead. ‘The instruments that are be- 
lieved to have caused her death were 
found near her body. A fire poker 
and a flatiron, both smeared with 
hleod and flesh, were found. Their 
baby. was on the bed crying, and it 
was her wails that brought him to the 
room. he said. Coleman is lodged in 
the Clayton county jail. He is said 
to work for the Georgia’ Art Supply 
company in Atlanta.
